VINS Inſtitutions, I thought, peraduenture, that --they- 
hauing gotten the multitude on their ſtde, might wrong 
the Church of England in her doctrine, as well as they 
defired to doe 1n her Diſcipline , which indeed vpon due:

and diſtraction'of Toule did I ſuffer day and night , what 
ftrife berwixt my nidgement 3 which was wholly for the 
peace and ynitie of the-Church} and my aftetion, which 
was wholly to enioy the fauour of your Maieſtie, and the 
loue of my friends and country.This griefe of ſoule grow- 
ing-now deſperate, did ſtill more and more increaſe the 
infirmities of my bodie,and yet I was ſo loth to become a

ptofefſed Catholike, with the diſpleaſure of your Maicſty, 
and of all my-honourable and louing friends, as I rather 
defired to filence my iudgement with the profits and plea- 
ſures of the world which was before me,then to fatisfie it 
with reconciling my ſelfe ynto the Catholike Church.

- 11 Andyet becauſe I had heard often that the praQize 
of the Church of Rome , was contrary to her doctrine, T 
thought ood to make one triall more before I reſolued, 
and therefore hauing the aduiſe of divers learned Phifiri- 
ons to goe to the Spaw , for the health of my body, T 
thought good to make a vertue of neceſſity, and to ger 
leaue to goe, therather for the ſatisfaction of my Soule, 
hoping to finde ſome greater offence in the ſeruice of 'the 
Church of Rome, then T had'done in her books, that ſo ' 
might returne better contented, to perſecute and abhorre

14 So that whereas my hope was, that by finding out 
the corruptions of the Church of Reme , 1 ſhonld grow 
farther in loue with the Church of England, and 1oyfull 
returne home,and by inueighing againſt the Papiſts both 
enioy my preſent preferments, and obtaine more and 
more; I faw the matter was like to fall out cleane contra-- 
ry. It istrue indeed'that there are many corruptions in all 
States. God hath no Wheat-field in this world, wherein 
the Diuell hath no Fares growing,and there-are no Tares 
moreranck, then thofe.that grow among the Wheat, For 
optimi corruptioprſſima,and where grace aboiinderh, if it 
be'cotemnied, there fin aboundeth much more.

Neuerthelefle 
1 auoided the company. of Catholikes, abſtained from the 
Church, and did both diſpute & write againſt the Church 
of Rome, as occaſion was offred, I till hoped that time 
wonld giue me better counſell, and therefore reſolued'to 
goefrom the Spaw to Heidelberg,-to doemy-duty there.

 Pontifices, as well as Reges, becauſe they were themſelues 
Authors of their owne Religion. - But'among Chriſtians, 
where Religion comes from Chriſt, who was no world 
Emperour (though aboue :them'alt) the Spirituall and 
Temporall authoritic haue rwo beginnings ; and there- 
fore two Supreames, who if they beſubordinate, doe-yp- 
hold and increaſe one another, :Bur if the Temporall au- 
thoricie doe oppoſe: the Spirituall, ir deſtroyerh it ſeife, 
and diſhororeth him from whom the Spirituall authority 
1s deriued. Hereſy doth naturally ſpread ir ſelfe, like a can- 
ker, and needs little help to put it forward ſo that it is an 
eaſie matter fora meanPrince to be a great man amongſt 
Heretikes, bur jt is an hard matter for a great King to go- 
uerne them, When IT haue ſometimes obſerued , how 
Hardly your Maicftie could effe& your moſt reaſonable 
defires amongſt thoſe that ſtand molt ypon your Supre- 
macie, I haue beene bold to be angrie, but durſt fay no- 
thing, only I did withmy ſelfe reſolue for certaine, that 
the Keyes were wont to doe the Crowne more ſeruice, 
when :they were in the Armes of the Miter, then they 
candoe, now: they are tyed together with the Scepter, 
and that your Title in Spirituall affaires,doth but ſerue o-
